IMPORTANT WORK PROPOSED AND A STA- 
TION TO DO IT SUGGESTED. 

Nothing is probably of more practical 
importance to the dairy interests of the 
country than the matter of rules for 
the proper selection of dairy cattle. In 
order that they may raise the standard 
of their herds, our dairymen need veri- 
fied knowledge on this subject. But 
where are they to look for this knowl- 
edge? We have teachers of the art of 
selection, but, alas, no settled princi- 
ples—no exact classification or verified 
information. Nor are we apparently 
far on the way to securing such knowl- 
edge. To be sure, we have many ex- 
periment stations. Yet no one of them 
has ever attempted systematic investi- 
gation of importance which could lead 
to such knowledge. Is it not time that 
something definite should be attempted 
in this connection? Would it not be 
well to have some well equipped station 
take up this matter systematically and 
carry it on till the laws of selection 
were thoroughly mastered? 

If this suggestion is taken seriously 
the next question is, which one of our 
stations should be urged to undertake 
the work? Looking over the field and 
studying the equipments for such work 
I am settled in my conviction the choice 
should fall upon the Wisconsin station. 
The reasons for this conclusion are as 
follows: 

1. During the many years that I was 
in close relations with the stations en- 
gaged in the promotion of the interests 
of dairying I discovered a general lack 
of appreciation of the importance of 
gathering data by which the value of 
various criteria and methods advanced 
by different teachers could be verified. 
The Wisconsin station alone attempted 
descriptions of the cows officially tested. 
While other stations tefted as many, 
and in some cases, more animals, they 
failed in this important matter. On the 
other hand, every year during the last 
eight or ten years Wisconsin sent in to 
me reports of careful descriptions and 
measurements of a large number of 
cows. 

2. No other station provided a so 
thoroughly qualified corps of inspectors. 
In every instance they were apparently 





men of good judgment, and had been 
taught by practical experience how to 
describe dairy cattle and to take the 
measurements required by the rules of 
the advanced registry of our associa- 
tion. 

As an illustration I quote the follow- 
ing example: “Age of cow at date of 
last parturition, 5 years, 8 months, 8 
days; triple wedge shape; head sym- 
metrical, clean cut; neck clean cut, me- 
dium length; chine straight, broad, open 
vertebrae; loin very strong; hips nearly 
level; rump level, straight; escutcheon 
large, good quality; mammary veins 
prominent, well branched; quarters 
even, teats of good size; handling very 
good, secretions of the skin excellent; 
general appearance shows great dairy 
quality; ‘height, shoulders, 53 inches, 
hips, 54; length body, 60; rupm, 20; 
width, hips 17, thurl 16.5; girth, 72.5; 
1,275 lbs.” 

While this description is not alto- 
gether definite in respect to the last two 
points (the handling and the general 
appearance) it is otherwise clear and 
easily understood. Is it of value? Ask 
this question of the ordinary dairyman 
and of the expert judge. Personally it 
would seem to me that this description 
would be positive evidence of the su- 
perior character of the animal described. 
The record confirms this view. This 
cow produced in seven days 480.4 lbs. 
milk of 3.8 per cent fat, a total of 18.227 
Ibs. fat. Generally all the descriptions 
made by the inspectors of Wisconsin 
station were quite as clear, and evidently 
conveyed correct data for determining 
the character of the animals. 

3. No station equipped its inspectors 
with a more complete outfit. They were 
provided not only with the ordinary 
means for testing, but also with the 
means for taking the temperature of the 
cows, and therefore of ascertaining their 
health conditions during the tests. This 
led to the discovery that tests commenc- 
ing soon after the parturition, before 
the animals had recovered their normal 
condition, resulted in an abnormal fat 
content in the milk. In one instance the 
fat content was found to be more than 
double the normal percentage. The cow 
was in such a feyerish condition, as the 
result of her labor, that she had to be 
helped up in order to be milked. This 
and other like cases led to an urgent 
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from the station that a rule 
should be adopted requiring that at least 
ten days should elapse before an official 
test should be commenced. Our asso- 
ciation finally consented to adopt a rule 


demand 


that six days should elapse. A lapse of 
ten days would no doubt have been bet- 
ter and have resulted in a fairer record 
of the average quality of the milk of 
our cows. 

The adoption of the six-day rule as 
the result of the Wisconsin experiments 
was undoubtedly a wise move for the 
Holstein-Friesian breeders. Exact and 
fair representation is always beneficial 
in the long run. Twenty-five or thirty 
years ago Professor McKedzie, of Mich- 
igan Agricultural College, gathered re- 
ports then in circulation of the quality 
of milk given by cows of the different 
breeds and published a tabulated state- 
ment of the averages. In that table the 
percentage of fat of Holstein cows was 
placed at 6.84. -As this was widely pub- 
lished in Michigan, the demand for Hol- 
stein cattle in that State greatly in- 
creased. But when the truth was known 
a reaction set in against the breed from 
which it has but recently recovered. We 
should single out and encourage the 
station that conducts acourate experi- 
ments and makes known the exact facts. 

4. Wisconsin station has also endeav- 
ored to secure means for comparing the 
productiveness of the different dairy 
breeds. It has fornwlated a set of rules 
for yearly test superior to the Guenrsey 
rules and has invited all breeders in the 
State to offer their cows for testing un- 
der these requirements. In this move- 
ment it has manifested a great interest 
in reaching conclusions that, I think, 
will be not only for the public good but 
for the advancement of the interests of 
our association. If it would now formu- 
late rules for an efficient seven-day test 
and, in cases of extraordinary yields, 
rules for confirmation, and engage the 
Jersey and Guernsey breeders for this 
short but absolutely official test, it would 
be ready to take up,the work of gather- 
ing in a broad and systematic manner 
the data upon which a general body of 
rules for selection might be based.

Seventy-five head of the finest breed of 
Holstein-Friesian cattle in the United 
States will be sent from the Pierce Land

the Union Stock Yards in Chicago, when 
a new industry will be opened for Cali- 
fornia by. the introduction of thorough- 
bred cattle the markets. 
Heretofore the best stock of Holstein- 
Friesian cattle has come from Holland, 
but it is known to stock men throughout 
the United States that the Pierce herd 
is made up of the best breeds to be found 
in the world, and the cattle raised here 
is now classed as superior to the im- 
ported stock.

erside farm will leave for the East on 
the roth inst., and will arrive in Chi- 
cago on the 16th. The stock will be in 
charge of W. C. Hunt, the manager of 
the stock farm at Riverside, and he will 
conduct the sale for the owners. Cata- 
logues of the high bred stock have been 
sent to all the leading breeders through- 
out the United States, and it is believed 
that the sale will attract buyers from 
the far East, where many imported cat- 
tle are to be found 

The sales markets for Holsteins have 
been in New York State for many years, 
and Syracuse has been the headquarters, 
but the Pierces have decided to make 
their first auction sale in Chicago, and 
they believe the result will be so satis- 
factory that they will be encouraged to 
send annual shipments to that point. 
The increase at the Pierce stock farm 
is 150 head a year, and while many stock 
owners would be pleased to see the high 
bred cattle distributed on the coast it is 
known that the Eastern demand will 
bring far better prices for the famous 
Holstein-Friesians produced here. 

It is believed that some of the Riv- 
erside herd to be sent to Chicago will 
bring as much as $3,000 a head, but 
there is no guarantee of prices, for they 
will be regulated by the demand for 
thoroughbred stock and by the fancy of 
the buyers. Probablly the stock will run 
from $150 to the high figure given, ac- 
cording to age and breeding. The sale 
will undoubtedly open up a new busi- 
ness for California and bring fame to 
San Joaquin county.—Stockton Daily

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Owns Waluable Holsteins. 


Mr. J. J. Larabee, of Mexico, N. Y., 
has just bought from Brookside Herd, 
owned by the Stevens Brothers-Hast- 
ings Company, Lacona and Liverpool, 
N. Y., the foundation stock of what 
promises to be a herd of exceptionally 
high quality. 

The purchase consisted of six heifers 
and the young bull, Prince Burke Pavi 
De Kol, an animal not only individually 
among the best, but representing a com- 
bination of breeding equalled by very 
few Holsteins living at the present time. 
In fact, it is doubtful whether any other 
bull of the breed can show in his pedi- 
gree so many large record damis and 
so many sires that have become famous 
through the producing ability of their 
daughters. In order to give a better 
idea of the significance of Mr. Lara- 
bee’s purchase, it might be well to pre- 
sent a few words of Holstein history. 

The system of official testing, which 
has contributed more than any other 
cause to the advancement of Holstein 
interests, was established about twelve 
years ago, and Brookside Herd was the 











first to apply for representatives of an 
agricultural college to make official tests 
of its members. In this connection it 
is worthy of mention that during the 
first year of official tests over half the 
awards for the largest records made in 
the United States during that time were 
won by Brookside Herd. One of the 
first members of the herd to be tested 
was De Kol 2d, then nearly eleven years 
old. She made a record of 26.57 Ibs. 
butter in seven days, which at that time 
was the largest ever made in official 
test. Soon after her record was ex- 
celled by her stable companion, Neth- 
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.Pietertje, the first cow of the breed to 


produce 100 lbs. milk in one day in offi- 
cial test. ‘She made an official recoid of 
23% lbs. butter in seven days, and for 
the entire week averaged over 93 Ibs. 
milk a day. She was not only a won- 
derful producer, but also a show cow 
of faultless confornsation, and won the 
highest honors in public butter tests, as 


well as in the show ring at leading fairs 
throughout the United States and 
Canada. 


Without fhrther details the reader

erland Hengerveld, with her production 
of 26.66 lbs. butter in seven days.

Boy 3d, and Grace Pietertje Pauline De 
Kol. De Kol 2d’s Butter Boy 3d is one 
of the most famous official record sires 
the breed ever produced, and combines 
in the closest possible degree the blood 
of the two leading cows, Netherland 
and De Kol 2d, being a 
grandson of the former and a son of 
the latter. Grace Pietertje Pauline De 
Kol is a daughter of Paul Beets De Kol 
and Grace 2d’s Pietertje, the 
cow mentioned above as having been a 
famous show animal, and also the first 
cow of the breed to produce too Ibs. 
milk in a day. Paul Beets De Kol has 
perhaps a larger number of official rec- 
ord daughters than any other sire at 
the present time. One of the daughters 
was recently sold at public auction for 
$2,600, and she was, of course, a sister 
on the sire’s side to Grace Pietertje 
Pauline De Kol. Helena Burke De Kol 
6th, the dam of Prince Burke Paul De 
Kol, has an official record of 23.57 Ibs. 
butter in seven days, and 92.7 lbs. butter 
in 30 days, her average production for 
the entire time being over 70 lbs. milk a 
day.

Washington Letter. 
Bureau of Soils--Butter Experts-- 
Parcels-Poat. 





Special Correspondence. 

The Bureau of Soils of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has recently pub- 
lished a twelve-hundred page volume, 
dealing with surveys of soils in prac- 
tically every State of the Union. The 
volume is accompanied by a number of 
maps and illustrations. The work is a 
very exhaustive one, and cotnains a 
great deal that will be of much interest 
to agriculturists. The time has come 
when agriculturists, especially those in 
the Eastern, Southern and Central 
Western States, are called upon to util- 
ize every acre of their land to the best 
advantage, and it is to assist in this tiiat 
the Bureau of Soils has been conducting 
its studies and experiments. 

Some interesting facts relative to the 
adaptability of soils in heretofore un- 
known tobacco growing areas to the 
cultivation of tobacco are given in de- 
tail. It will be remembered that in 1897 
the price of cotton was very low. South 
Carolina planters began to make inves- 
tigations looking toward the cultiva- 
tion of some more profitable crop. 


Especially was this the case of those in 








the vicinity of Charleston and Colum- 
bia. The same was true of those near 
Augusta, Ga. By almost unanimous 
consent they turned their attention to 
tobacco. This section had never been 
regarded as favorable to the growing of 
tobacco. The planters were inexperi- 
enced, but were wise enough to import 
expert tobacco men to aid them in the 
planting, cultivation and curing of the 
crop. 

The soil was found excellently adapt- 
ed to the purpose, and since then to- 
bacco thas alternated with cotton over 
a wide extent of the cultivable land in 
that section. High grades of tobacco 
are produced in this section. The bu- 
reau states that the soil in the Bain- 
bridge (Ga.) area is well suited to the 
production of a good grade of filler to- 
bacco, and will yield approximately 700 
pounds to the acre, with proper fertli- 
zation. An attempt was made to pro- 
duce Sumatra leaf, but the soil is pro- 
nounced unfitted for that purpose. The 
cultivation of tobaceo is at present con- 
fined to the southern portion of the 
Bainbridge area, and in some instances 
one thousand pounds to the acre have 
been raised. The quality is good and 
the color light, but, it is said, the burn 
is not so god as in tobacco grown on 
other soils. Experiments have also been 
made in growing tobacco under shade in 
this area, and with very favorable re- 
sults. Wrapper leaf has also proved 
very profitable. Tobacco is now the 
most important crop in this area. 
While the attempts to produce Sumatra 
leaf have not proved successful, yet 
Sumatra wrapper of excellent quality is 
raised; also a most exceflent quality of 
Havana filler. The Sumatra wrapper 
is grown under expensive shades of 
lath and boards, costing from $200 to 
$300 per acre. The land requires heavy 
fertilization, which adds from $50 to 
$75 per acre to the cost. 

The experts of the Bureau of Soils 
are of the opinion that the Orangeburg 
fine sandy loam in De Soto parish, Lou- 
isiana, is capable of producing a high 
type of Cuban seed filler leaf tobacco. 
It is among the probabilities that the 
cultivation of tobacco will son be widely 
extended, the greatest problem being 
to find some crop to alternate with it 
that will, to some extent, at least, re- 
store the exhaustion caused by the 
growing of tobacco. The Bureau of 
Soils is engaged in this branch of the 
study 

The export trade in American butter 
is growing very rapidly. In 1904 and 
1905 the amount exported was 10,000,000 
pounds each year. In the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1906, it had increased to 
27,360,537 pounds, the value trebling in 
the two years. 
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The Merchants’ League of America 
has been organized by New York mer- 
chants to oppose any parcels-post leg- 
islation, and they are at work to create 
public sentiment against such legisla- 
tion. The establishment of a parcels- 
post system similar to that in England 
would be directly in the interest of the 
farmers, and the sentiment among them 
is largely in favor of such legislation.

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Many farmers and dairy- 
men do not seem to un- 
derstand the principle in- 
volved in grading up of herds. They 
seem to think that the state of maternity 
for their cows is the main thing, and 
anything in the shape of a bull that will 
produce this is good enough, and that 
to select their heifer calves from their 
best cows is all that can be done for the 
improvement of their herds. 

The fact is that they are acting from 
conception of breeding 
principles. Did they understand that, 
for the most part, the sires are prepo- 
tent over the female offspring, and the 
dams over the male offspring, they would 
proceed differently. This, however, is 
pretty well understood by _ breeders. 
Much evidence could be brought in sup- 
port of this statement, but it is not our 
purpose to attempt proof in this article. 
We think, however, that it is admitted 
that nearly all the great producing de- 
scendants of De Kol 2d were through 
her sons, and we believe it true that 
rarely have great producers borne great 
producing daughters that were not sired 
by sons of great poducers. Farther, 
we know that all breeders seek sires 
from great producing dams to head their 
herds. 

This principle, we believe, explains 
why the offspring of a pure-bred sire 
and a scrub or a grade cow are often 
nearly as good producers as pure-bred 
cows, and that the second cross, or the 
offspring of a grade bull, are seldom or 
never equally good producers. 

If this were understood and believed, 
it is hardly possible that so many farm- 
ers and dairymen would continue to use 
scrub and grade bulls when pure-breds 
can be purchased almost as cheaply as 
the scrub article. There is an adver- 
tisement in this issue of the Wort of- 
fering bull calves “from pure-bred and 
registered dams carefully selected for 
dairy individuality” at $25. These calves 
may make sires as good as the best. The

only reason that they can be bought so 
cheaply is that their owner has neg- 
lected to have their dams tested to show 
how good they really are. However, 
they have the heredity, and, if purchased 
and placed at the head of grade dairies, 
will transmit their superior producing 
power to their offspring. 

An experiment at the Cornell farm 
demonstrates what can be done in grad- 
ing up by use of pure-bred sires. A 
common cow was selected that had made 
225 lbs. of butter in one year. By the 
use of pure-bred sires a cow was pro- 
duced in the fourth generation that made 
406 pounds of butter in one year. This 
experiment was reported in full in No. 
9, Vol. II, of this journal. Correct un- 
derstanding of the principles involved 
is all that is required to double the dairy 
production of this country.

A CONTINUED STORY. 
Translated from the French by the editor 
of the H.-F. World. 

These Prussian§, filled with insolence 
because of our retreat, were already 
preparing to attck us at Kaya; there 
were arriving to them some reinforce- 
ments.- Seeing this, I thought that, for 
so great a general, the Emperor had had 
a bad idea in extending his army to 
Leipsig and allowing us to be surprised 
by an army of over a hundred thousand 
men. 

As we were in the process of reform- 
ing behind the division Brnier, 18,00 old 
soldiers of the Prussian guard mounted 
the hill at double-quick, carrying the 
caps of our dead at the ends of their 





bayonets as a sign of victory. At the 
same time the combat continued to the 
left, between Little Groschen and Star- 
siedel. The mass of Russian cavalry 
whose arms we had seen glitter in the 
morning sun, behind the Gruna-Bach, 
sought to turn our flank, but the Sixth 
Corps had arrived to cover us, and this 
regiment held as a wall. The whole 
plain resembled a cloud, where one saw 
glitter cuirasses and lances by ‘thou- 
sands. 

On our side we continued to fall 
back, when suddenly something passed 
lifle a flash in front of us. It was Mar- 
shall Ney. He came at a gallop, fol- 
lowed by his staff. I have never seen a 
like countenance; his eyes gleamed, his 
cheeks trembled with anger. In a sec- 
ond he had passed the length of the 
entire line. Everybody followed him as 
if drawn by an invisible force. Instead 
of retreating, they marched to meet the 
Prussians, and ten minutes after all was 
aflame. But the enemy held solidly; 
they believed themselves already mas- 
ters, and would not relinquish the vic- 
tory; so much the more as it received 





continual reinforcements, and we were 
exhausted by five hours of combat. 

Our battalion this time found itself 
in the second line, the bullets passing 
over us; but a noise even worse, which 
pierced the nerves, was the rattling of 
the mitraille among the bayonets; these 
whistled as a species of terrible music 
and could be heard a long distance. 

In the midst of the cries the com- 
mands and the fusilade, we commenced 
to descend the hill over heaps of dead, 
our first division re-entering Little 
Groschen; they fought face to face; one 
saw in the wide streets only butts of 
guns in the air, and generals with 
swords in hand as simple soldiers. 


This lasted some minutes. We said in 
the ranks: “This is going all right. 
They are advancing!” But some new 
troops arrived on the side of the Prus- 
sians, and we were opliged to retreat 
for the second time, and unfortunately 
so ‘quickly that a great number fled 
even to Kaya. This village was upon 
the hillside, and the last before taking 
the route to Lutzen. It is a long, nar- 
row street of houses, separated the one 
from the other by small gardens, sta- 
bles and apiaries. If the enemy forced 
us to Kaya, the army would be cut in 
two. 

While running I recalled the words 
of M. Goulden: “If by misfortune the 
allies beat us, they will come to avenge 
themselves upon us for all that we have 
done to them for the last ten years.” I 
believed the battle lost, for Marshal Ney 
himself, in the middle of a square, was 
retreating, and soldiers were carrying 
wounded officers from the front on their 
guns used as litters. In short, things 
were taking a bad turn. 

I entered Kaya from the right of the 
village, striding hedges and leaping over 
small palisades that the people had 
placed to separate their gardens. 

I was about to turn the corner of a 
shed when, raising my head, I perceived 
about fifty mounted officers halted at 
the top of a hill in front; farther on, 
behind them, some masses of artillery 
running at great speed upon the route 
from Leipzig. This caused me to look 
more attentively, and I recognized the 
Emperor, a little in front of the others. 
He was seated, as in an arm chair, upon 
his white horse. I saw him very plainly 
against a clear sky; he did not move, 
but regarded the battle bellow, through 
his glass. 

This made me so happy that I com- 
menced to cry: “Vive VEmpereur!” 
with all my might; then I entered the 
main street of Kaya by an alley be- 
tween two old houses. I was one of the 
first, and I saw yet some of the people 
of the village, men, women and _ chil- 
dren, who were hastening to enter their 
cellars. 








Several people to whom I have re- 
lated this have reproached me for run- 
ning so quickly; but I have replied to 
them that when Marshal Ney retreats 
Joseph Berttha is going to retreat also. 

Presently I heard a noise so terrible 
that one cannot imagine it. Masses of 
smoke rose above the roofs, tiles rolled 
and tumbled into the street, and the bul- 
lets buried themselves in the walls or 
splintered the beams with a terrible din. 

At the same time, from all sides, over 
the hedges and palisades, our soldiers 
entered, turning about continually to 
fire. There were some whole regiments 
without caps, their clothing torn, cov- 
ered with blood, expressions furious; 
and, now that I think of it after so many 
years, they were all children, only chil- 
dren from fifteen to twenty years of 
age; none had mustaches; but courage 
is born in the French race. 

And as the Prussians, conducted by 
old officers, who cried: “Forwertz! for- 
wertz!” arrived, holding, in some sort, 
to each other’s back, in order to arrive 
more quickly, like packs of wolves, we 
at the corner of a barn, twenty or thirty, 
in front of a garden, where there was a 
little apiary and some tall cherry trees 
in blossom, that I seem to see still, com- 
menced a rolling fire upon these rascals, 
who sought to scale a little wall below 
and take the village. 

How many arrived upon the top of 
this wall only to fall back again, I know 
not; but there were always others. Hun- 
dreds of balls whistled by our ears and 
flattened against the stones; the wall 
fell, the straw hung down from the 
beams, the great door to the left was 
riddled, and we behind the barn, after 
reloading, shuttled back to fire into the 
mass. This lasted just long enough to 
aim and pull the trigger, but in spite 
of this, five or six had already fallen at 
the corner of the shed, their faces to the 
ground, but our frenzy was so great that 
we paid no attention to this. 

As I returned for the ninth or tenth 
time, while in the act of aiming, my 
gun fell from my hand; I bent down to 
recover it and fell.
